* It seems to me this book is well-timed for that audience that is demand- 


ing "good stories, plenty of action, no current problems and mot about the war", For 
here's a Maurice Hewlett—-Jeffrey Farnol 1941 style in a derring-do tale of mid-10th 
century France, written - heaven be praised - in present-day language. I loved it - 
found myself carried along with the sweep of a grand tale of Finnian, Irish minstrel 
who was caught up in the fierce fighting for control of the lands, invaded by Danes, 
Franks and rapacious barons. There is a gangster crew, bent on swallowing all they 
could seize, there are abbeys housing untutored monks, now on one side, now on an- 
other, there are outlaws and foreigners, and there's Conan, eager to give his serfs a 
chance to till the land, and his vassals a chance to live in peace. There's romance, 
too, with an end outside the reader's expectation. A first novel which shows a train-

London, 1940, an uneasy, abnormal, tight-nerved city, a fictionalization 
of London under fire, slim perhaps in actual plot, but tense and affecting. The story 
is largely that of Louise and Jos Mason, and Jos' mistress, Camma. Louise, suddenly 
trapped by pregnancy, maintains her stability; Camma is frail, frightened, appealing; 
Jos, very masculine in his acceptance of conventional reactions is greatly disconcert- 
ed by his wife's tolerance. Alive, taut, under a grim-gay veneer, this is a very hus | 
man story of conflict, with the setting shifting from streets to hospitals, to disap- 
pearing shops and offices, to shelters, living from day to day. Refugees, shopgirls, 
socialites, whores, all under pressure of little food and little money, giving way to 
hatred and bewilderment, bravado and fear, but moving together with amazing unity and | 
Stamina. Not a book for everyone —- women will like it, perhaps,better than men. The

. For very different reasons, this, too, is a book which should prove easy 
lling in days when most fiction presents a problem. A story of a boy and a horse 
(a yearling filly, to be exact), and of how each helped bring the other through to 
greater maturity. The publishers suggest an analogy with The Yearling. Personally, 
I felt is somewhat closer to National Velvet in its appeal. It is the story of an 
eleven year old boy, at odds with his father whom he never seems to please, but this 
is offset by a very perceptive mother. The boy lives in a perpetual daydream - his 
one intense desire that he have a colt of his own, though he is allowed to ride vir- 
tually any horse on the ranch. The whole action of the story takes place against the 
pattern of a ranch devoted to raising blooded horses, out in Wyoming. At last his 
wish is granted, and he chooses his yearling, against all advice. The story is cen- 
tered on the process of winning "Flicka" - and of proving the rightness of his choice, 
against terrific odds. There is scarcely any touch of sentimentality - there's plenty 
of action - there's a vigorous picture of the activities, the heartbreaks, the psy- 
chology of life on the ranch.

Constance is a vicar'’s daughter with a beast 
of a husband, and her attention is concentrated on the baby of a Cockney woman, also 
an evacuee in her household. The story centers around Constance's frustrated mater- 
nity, and Caroline's temporary romantic aberrations, and at the close Constance loses 
her good-for-nothing husband and gets the baby, and Caroline returns contentedly to 
her husband in London. Again not a book for all tastes, perhaps, but good reading. 
mvacuees may be an overworked theme in England, but here, in Miss Orange's capable

Double-edged interest in this novel by the well-known correspondent and 
lecturer:- there's the Young Yoodley theme against a background of mid-west small 
town in the throes of German-American witch-hunting during the last war. The story 
revolves around a High School boy whose mother is German born, and whose father had 
deserted her before the story opens. In reaction from the German atmosphere of the 
family, the lad turns for understanding to his English teacher, and risks the taunts 


of schoolmates and the comments of the small town, by seeing her whenever opportunity 
offers. His life is further complicated by the threat of exposure when his father 
returns, and is jailed for drunken quarreling - and Bill involves himself in mis- 


appropriation of funds to release his father in secret. The finale is as unexpected 
as it is dramatic; for me, it weakened the impact of the main part of the story and 
shifted the focus. Its chief value lies, however, not in the story itself, so much 
as in the revealing picture of the involutions of small town life, and the dangers
